What 
hath God wrought Some Mission stations have had revealed Penticost. Shall 
the blood of souls stain our garments? Deny thyself, raise the banner of the 
Cross, follow God’s word and the spirit of Christ, trust God and win nations 
to heaven. Behold Christ’s birth, ministry and death, resurrection, ascension 
and intercession.

PREAMBLE AND CONSTITUTION. 


Whereas, the people of God are commanded to strive together in union of 
interest and effort for the advancement of Christ’s Kingdom among men; 
therefore, we, the Missionary Baptists of this section of North Carolina agree 
to form ourselves into an Association for mutual help, having in view) the 
following objects: 

1. The establishment of Union among our Churches upon principles em- 
bracing discipline, government and organization. 

2. To encourage among the brethren by all means self-reliance, education 
and general improvements; to extend the gospel as far as our ability. will 
permit; to secure these ends we pledge ourselves to God and to each other to 
sustain the principles embodied in this our Constitution. 


CONSTITUTION. 


Article 1. This body shall be known as the Western Union seater ASso- 
ciation. 

Art. 2. It shall be the object of this Association to aid and encourage the 
work of the churches in establishing Christ’s kingdom among men to aid and 
encourage Home and Foreign Missions, the Colored Orphan Asylum, Minis- 
terial and General Education and a Relief Fund for old and decrepit members. | 

Art. 3. This Association shall be composed of Churches and,members whe 
are in goed standing in regular Missionary Baptist. Churches, ees each 
Church representing shall be entitled to three delegates. 

Art, 4. Ministers pastoring Churches or connected with churches ie mem- 
bership belonging to this Association shall be considered qualified members. 

Art. 5. Ministers in good standing with a regular organized Missionary Bap- 
tist Church in good and regular standing with other Associations may become 
an annual member of this body by the payment of fifty cents and accorded ail 
the privileges except that of voting. 

Art, 6. Laymen may become annual members by the payment of twenty-five 
cents, and any one desiring may become a Life member by the payment of 
two dollars. 

Art. 7. Churches regularly organized may be represented annually by the 
payment of ten cents per member, 50 per cent. of which shall be appropriated 
as Educational funds and 59 per cent for general expenses of the Associa- 
tion, Home and Foreign Missions. 

Art. 8. The officers of this Association shall be a President, Vice-President, 
Secretary, Treasurer, Auditor, and an Executive Board of seven, and a Pres- 
bytery of five members, all of which shall be elected annually and must be 
duly qualified members. of the Association. 

Art. 9. All the above officers shall perform, such duties as devolve upon 
them and especially the following: The President and Secretary shall sign 
all orders on the Treasurer; the Treasurer shall hold all monies and valuable 
papers belonging to the Association and pay all orders on the treasurer that 
are properly signed and give such bond as the Association may require. The 
Recording Secretary shall record all proceedings of the Association while in 
session and superintend the printing and distribution of the Minutes. The 
‘Corresponding Secretary shall have charge of all correspondence. The Pres- 
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ident shall preside over the body and shall state questions for debate and 
‘decide points of order. The Executive Board shali have full charge of all the 
work of the Association when not in session. It shall elect its own officers 

and meet as often as called together by its Chairman. 

7 Art. 10. The officers of this Association shall be elected annually and hold 
their offices until their successors are elected. 

’ Art. 11. This body shall meet annually at such place as it may select on 
Thursday before the fourth Sunday in October and close on Saturday. 

Art. 12. The officers of this Association shall be elected by ballot unless. 
otherwise determined by the Association. 

Art. 13. By appointment of the Association there shall be preached at each 
annual meeting an Introductory, Educational, Missionary and Doctrinal ser- 
mons during the session. 

Art. 14. All Ordained Ministers belonging to this Association or pastoring 
in its bounds are required to pay annually to the session ong dollar, Licen- 
tiate Ministers 75 cents. 

Art, 15. Deacons’ are required to pay 50 cents annually and if delegate to 
pay 75 cents extra; each delegate As required to pay 25 cents annually. Same 
to be paid in the church, one ha}f of which is td be applied to Educational 
Funds, the other half to be diet. to the objects of the Association. 

Art. 16. This Constitution may be changed annually at the session by a 
two-third vote of the members present, notice having been given twelve 
months prior.
